The effect is that the prisoner does not 


have togatisty the jury that he is insane, 


but need only raise a doubt in their minds 
of his sanity. The character of evidence 
which is introduced tor this purpose is 


atten intended to confuse the jury rather 


than to enlighten them. Ifthe jury can 
be so mixed up on the standard of insanity 
as not to know exactly what insanity is, 


they are very slow to say that a man is | 


sane. This kind ot evidence is aptly illus- 
trated by that introduced in the McFar- 
land case. 

Mr. Gerry asks Dr. Vance this ques- 
tion: “When thought is healthy, i it not 
the necessary result of a healthy brain?
